warned applicants against “the fix­ 
er who says he know,s the ‘right 
people’

whispers that ‘part of the dough 
goes to so-and-so down there’ ”.

Unaffected by Mr. Dunifon's or­ 
der are about 40 applications al­ 
ready approved and now in the 
process of being issued. More than 
1,000 other applications 
will 
be 
held up pending investigation. 
Mr. Dunifon said there is 
no 
objection to legitimate representa­ 
tion by an attorney who serves 
the legal aspects of an applicant's 
business, 
which 
“very 
properly 
may include filing an application| 
for a liquor perm it”. 
"But the practice has been foot- 
balled around for 14 years so thati 
it has degenerated into a virtual 
racket in many cases,” he added. 
Mr. Dunifon said “fees” 
from;

governor Frank J. Lausehe coupled 
a blast at boaaiam within his own 
Democratic party with a charge 
of extravagance by the Herbert 
regime as 
he opened 
campaign 
headquarters In Columbus yester­ 
day. 
The former governor, opposed 
in the Democratic primary by the 
former Cleveland mayor. Ray T. 
Miller, declared that "the big city 
bosses” supporting Mr. Milles ‘Tan 
be counted on the fingers of one 
hand”. 
He predicted he will win 
the support of independent voters 
as well as the rank and file in his 
own party. 
Mr. 
I-ausche made it definite 
also that he will solicit the back­ 
ing of party leaders in the less- 
densely-populated areas. 
He said 
he plans to go into two or three 
congressional districts a week and 
visit local Democratic officials be­ 
tween now and the May 4 primary. 
Cleveland headquarters will be 
opened next week in the Hotel 
Carter, Mr. Lausehe said. 
Robert 
Moulton, who was commerce direc­ 
tor in Mr. Lausche’s cabinet in 
19415 and 1947, was instructed to 
select a Cleveland manager. 
The 
former 
governor 
dodged 
questions as to what part, if any, 
his former secretary, john Lokar, 
might take in the campaign. 
Mr., 
Lokar was criticized widely by a 
senatorial 
investigation 
commit­ 
tee which probed the activities of 
the Liquor Department in the lat­ 
ter days of the Lausehe regime. 
Mr. Lausehe stated: 
"He (Lokar) can help lf he wants 
to. 
I don't know what he is doing 
(politically) now." 
Asked if Mr. Lokar would be 
given a place in the administra­ 
tion if he should be nominated and 
elected. Mr. Lausehe countered: 
"We'll not erose that bridge until 
we come to it. You’d better wait 
for developments." 
His criticism of the Herbert ad­ 
ministration's alleged extravagance 
was made in general terms, but j 
Mr. Lausehe promised to be more 
specific at a later date.

^ Roosevelt 
was

Chicago on July 20. 1944. for a 
fourth term, he again proposed to 
me at the White House my nomina­ 
tion as vice-president. He said he 
knew I could have the nomination 
if I would -take it. 
The President, knew I would not 
take it. however, because the war 
was still on and I was thoroughly 
Involved in foreign affairs. I felt 
as I had In 1940, when I repeatedly 
refused 
an 
Identical 
suggestion, 
namely that I could serve better, 
in the circumstances, as secretary 
of state than as vice-president. 
I expressed my appreciation to 
the President, hut said I was deep­ 
ly engaged in foreign policy and 
did not feel T could leave it. 
The fourth term seemed 
more 
natural to the general public, in­ 
cluding myself, than had the third 
term. 
The tradition 
already had 
been 
shattered, and 
in 
1944 
we 
were at war, which had not. been 
the case in 1940. The President 
felt the situation was difficult, we 
were in so deep, he was at the 
helm, and therefore he should yield 
to the widespread demands that he 
stand for election again.

2 
my 73rd birthday, I left the State 
Department a very ill man I spent I 
18 days at my apartment, trying 
vainly 
to 
recover, during 
which 
time I carried on my work to some 
degree, and was then taken to th* 
Naval Medical Center at Bethesda,; 
Maryland, where J 
remained 
for 
about seven months, at times in a 
very grave condition. 
The terrific slrain of nearly 12 
years in the State 
Department — 
half again longer than anyone else 
in our history 
during one of the 
most crucial periods in the life of 
our nation, had utterly exhausted 
me. 
Soon after T arrived at the hos-'* 
pltal, the President sent the White 
House physician, Vice Adm 
Ross 
T. McIntyre, to reassure me about 
my condition and to convince me 
that I would recover sufficiently to 
resume my duties within a reason 
able 
time. 
Then 
the 
President 
visited me and spent, an hour and 
a half during which he urged upon 
me the wisdom of not resigning 
He assured me I could take some 
leave and after a reasonable period 
return to my office at the State 
Department. 
I did not hesitate, but promptly 
declined to withhold my resigns 
tlon. 
I said it was next to laking 
my life to be compelled to resign. 
with the tremendous plans to which 
I had hpen giving my chief attwi-i 
tlon not yet adopted. 
But, I added .I 
I had almost utterly exhausted my 
strength in undertaking to carry 
forward these gigantic efforts, and 
I had swung down to the lowest 
rung on the physical ladder. I said ! 
I could not possibly retain my of-, 
flee with its terrific responsibili­ 
ties and at the s a m e time make a 
recovery. 
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The President then urged very 
insistently that I not resign until 
the end of his present term. Jan. 
2<K 1945. 
f replied that personally 
I would he extremely glad to take 
this course, but I pointed out that 
if I did 
so, critics would begin 
almost in no fime to emphasise 
the 
tremendous 
responsibilities 
resting on me and the State De­ 
partment 
and, 
while 
expressing 
sympathy for me in 
my illness, 
they soon 
would 
begin to insist 
that, the critical nature of condi­ 
tions required a secretary of state 
on close watch at the department,! 
with 
the 
result 
that 
they 
soon 
would be criticizing the President. 
Mr. Roosevelt then asked that I 
not resign at least until after the 
election. 
To this I agreed.. 


T H E 
P R E S I D E N T on 
Nov. 21 
wrote me a splendid letter, which 
he began by saying that my letter 
“has hit me between wind and wa­ 
ter", 
"It has been very sad," he went 
on. “for me even to contemplate 
the endings of our close relation­ 
ship during all these 12 years. 
It 
is not merely that our personal re­ 
lations 
have 
been 
so 
uniformly 
and invariably agreeable, or that 
our joint work has borne true suc­ 
cess in so many fields, as it is the 
personal feeling of not. being able 
to lean on you for aid and intimate 
interchange of thought. 
"This is especially true because 
we have c o m e so far along the road 
of friendly relations among nations 
that I have counted so much on 
your help In carrying this work 
through the final stage of complex 
and difficult conditions which still 
face us. 
"Your health is honestly my first 
thought, and I am really confident 
that you will he on your feet again 
in a relatively short time, even 
though you are limited to special 
tasks arid avoid the daily routine 
of department work 
As of today, 
therefore, you must devote all your 
thought to getting hack on your 
feet and on this all your friends 
will join in helping ” 
He then repeated his suggestion 
that I continue in office until the 
beginning of the fourth term, say­ 
ing: 
"I will, of course, accept your 
resignation as secretary of state 
if you want me to do so. 
Hut I 
wish you would, as an alternative, 
allow me to accept. It as of Jan. j 
20th, which is the end of our third 
term 
Perhaps sentiment enters 
Into this suggestion a little bit, but 
it would give me great satisfaction 
if we should round out the three 
terms. 
That means two months 
more, anti during that time I could 
see you from time to time and get 
your advice on some of the things 
that will come before us."

you have contributed to friendly 
relations among nations that even 
though you may not remain in a 
position

He concluded with his affection­ 
ate regards. 


T H E P R E S I D E N T ’S appeal was 
so heartfelt and affected rn© so 
greatly that I had an earnest talk 
with the doctors who were tr ea t­ 
ing me. 
Their answer was that, 
I could not possibly return to my 
office for a long time to come. 
I did not think it fair either to 
the government or to myself, there­ 
fore, to accept the President's sug­ 
gestion that I remain in office un­ 
til Jan. 20. 
I felt it was only just 
that 
a 
new 
secretary 
of 
state 
should be named to take over 
And 
I felt that, as titular head of the 
State Department, I would he held 
responsible for foreign policies in 
the formulation of which I had no 
active part. 
I therefore replied to the Presi­ 
dent on Nov. 23, telling him I was 
deeply moved by his letter and 
eternally grateful for his kind so­ 
licitude about my health and hi* 
generous references to our close 
personal and official relationship 
of 12 years. 
After repeating that 
it was a personal tragedy to me 
that my state of health made it 
impossible for me to continue in 
the public service, and after stat­ 
ing that I always would cherish the 
ties between us of friendship and 
affection, I said: 
"With all my heart I wish that 
I could meet your desire that my 
resignation as secretary of state 
become effective on Jan. 20 rather 
than now, 
I have consulted again 
with 
my physicians. 
The speed 
of my recovery is definitely con­ 
nected with the extent to which I 
can he free from all worry and 
responsibility. 
You can well un­ 
derstand that. ar. a time like this. 
it is impossible for me to lay aside 
the heavy responsibilities of the 
secretaryship of state so long as 
I remain in that office. 
In fairness 
to the cause for which you and I 
have worked so long together, to 
the country, to you, and to myself, 
I feel that my resignation must be­ 
come effective now." 
I repeated that, as soon 
as I 
recovered my health, I would be

T H E P R E S I D E N T now accepted 
my resignation, and announced it 
on Nov. 27.

The President came to see me 
at the hospital several times.

as I lay in bed. "I ought to be

received a cable signed by Roosa

I should state at this point that 
I wji* not consulted by the Presi­ 
dent or any one else on policy is

The President visited 
me at the hospital Just before de 
parting for Yalta, hut he did not 
take up with me any of the topics 
he expected to discuss with Stalin 
and Churchill or the decisions he 
might make. 
Nor was I Informed 
beforehand of the purposes of this 
government at any other import­ 
ant conference subsequently, with

occasion of his visU I admonished 
him about his heSth. saying he 
should take more rest.
